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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The examiner believes that as a term of art, a person or device communicates 
information, whereas the transmission medium between them (the members 
communicating) transmits information. Therefore, the examiner believes that the 112 
second paragraph rejection is proper and it is being maintained. 

2. The examiner believes that the Cioffi reference is proper for the rejected claims, 
since at least claim 1 requires: 

Detecting crosstalk on a first line... determining a phase of the crosstalk detected 
on the first line; and communicating the first signal on the first line in response to the 
phase. 

As described in col 1 1 lines 18+, and shown in figures 5A and 5B, the canceller 
estimates cross talk induced by member 500 to member 502 (the first line), then 
subtracts it from the first line (502) - ie, "the first signal on the first line" is communicated 
"in response to" (ie, after the subtraction of) the phase. In any subsequent action, the 
examiner requests applicant to particularly point out any disagreement they have with 
the examiner regarding this interpretation of the claim. 

3. Applicant challenges the examiners use of Official Notice of TDD. Upon further 
consideration of the Cioffi reference, the examiner notes that Time Division Multiplexing 
is taught in several locations - see, for example, col 4 lines 44, and not that it is claimed 
in claim 6. 

4. The examiner disagrees with applicants assertion that Cioffi and Fujimura are not 
properly combinable. The examiner believes that the phase comparator of Fujimura is 
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properly citable with Cioffi as claimed, such that it can compare upstream and 
downstream signals to yield trigger signals 13 and 14.
